SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 


—Vietnamese students acted to- 
day to spearhead a growing pro- 
test move against President Ngo 
Dinh Diem's regime, now func- 
tioning on a strongly military ba- 
sis.

With most Buddhist leaders un- 


1 der arrest, the students took over 
leadership of the anti-government 
campaign. They called for a gen- 
iiral student strike in the capital 
and backed up the call with two 
demonstrations at Saigon Univer- 
sity. 


Students in Hue, where the Bud- 


dhist crisis exploded May 8.with 
raids on a Buddhist temple, went 
on strike last week. 


I . Today's demonstrations in the 


capital violated martial law in ef- 
fect since Wednesday. 


The students acclaimed ex-For- 


eign Minister Vu Van Mau as 
their hero in one jostling, cheering 
display by more than 1,000 dem- 
onstrators at the law 
faculty 


building, a demonstration with 
which police did not interfere. 
, But nearly a score of trucks- 
carrying police poured into the 


> area as 500 students gathered at 


the science faculty to urge their 
dean to resign. The meeting was 
broken up without incident when 
soldiers, secret police, city police 
and firemen moved onto the cam- 
pus.

cer, said U.S. aid for Viet Nam 
in the fight against Communist 
guerrillas would continue. "There 
has been no change in our basic 
policy of assisting Viet Nam in its 
prosecution of the war against 
the Communist Viet Cong," he

north to Helena, Ark., and double 
back down the state to get to Ar- 
kansas City, the Desha County 
seat. 


Principal' thorns in the side of 


the township are lack of good 
roads and having to pay for coun- 
ty bond issues from which it can 
derive no benefit. 


A group of residents who plac- 


ed an advertisement in the Mc- 
Gehee Times 
(McGehee is 38 


miles northeast of the county 
seat) said the meeting would be 
held to see if citizens would pre- 
fer to belong to Phillips County. 


Helena, only 60 miles to the 


north, is the Phillips County seat.

Rainmaker Homer Berry vowed 
oday that1 he would bring irain to 


reene County "even if I go 


broke." 


The retired Air Force major ex- 


plained that all the atmospheric 
conditions were against him, but 
'It's going to rain. It might be 
Oct. 1, but it is going to rain/' 


Berry signed a contract Aug. 13 


with Greene County farmers and 
DUsinessmen to bring an inch of 
rain by last Tuesday. He received 
a $1,000 down-payment and was to 
get another $1,000 when the rains 
came. 


The rains haven't come. 
But Berry say's they will by the 


weekend, and then "It's1 going to 
be a gully washer. It will go down 
in the history books as the biggest 
continous downpour northeast Ar? 
kansas has ever seen." 


Berry claimed that he had pro- 


duced an inch and a half of rain 
on 13 consecutive projects within 
seven days after he began them. 
He said he failed in Greene Coun- 
ty because of "freak atmospheric 
conditions." 


Berry said the barometer had 


registered 48 per cent humidity 
ever since he began 
pumping 


chemicals into the clouds 'from 
the back of his pickup truck. On 
every-other project, the humidity 
has been no less than 60 per cent 
he'explained. 
. In addition, he said, high presr 
sure areas generally undergo 
change every 48 hours, but not so 
in Greene Countyl 


Berry burns silver iodide soak- 


ed coke in a brick-lined burner 
He says the heat from the burner 
carries iodide particles into the 
clouds,, where moisture condenses 
around them and falls as rain. 


With the low humidity, he said 


the chemicals won't "take hole 
and gell."

Aid Bill Cut

WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate

Dirkscn of Illinois predicted toddy 
the Senate may sustain a $585-mll- 
Hon foreign aid cut voted by the 
House, a slash President Kennedy 
called 
"short-sighted, 
irrespon- 


sible and dangerously partisan." 


Kennedy spoke out grimly at a 


special White House news confer- 
ence Friday shortly after a coali- 
tion of House Republicans and 
conservative Democrats rolled up 
a 222-18B vote to slice that amount 
out of what had been a $4.1-billion 
authorization measure. 


The House then quickly passed 


the bill on a 224-186 vote and sent 
it to the Senate with a $3.5-billion 
ceiling. This was $1 billion short 
of the amount Kennedy1 requested. 


Asserting that House Republi- 


cans had abandoned bipartisan- 
ship, Kennedy appealed to both 
parties in the Senate to boost the 
authorization so that the Houso 
will have a chance to reconsider 
its 
"irresponsible, 
unwarranted 


and unwise action" when it is of- 
fered a compromise. 


Dirksen said in an interview the 


temper of the country is such that 
he thinks the Senate may sustain 
the cut. 


"The overriding thing behind 


the House's action is that we have 
been giving assistance of some 
kind for 19 years at an invest- 
ment of more than $10 billion and 
the country is getting fed up on 
foreign aid," the Illinois senator 
said.

Wagner ordered the pickets out 


Thursday after a noisyi melee in 
which) three policemen were in- 
jured. 


A dozen pickets ran up the City 


Hall steps and 
tried to chain 


themselves to a pillar at the en- 
trance. Policemen prevented them 
from accomplishing a chain-in. 


Policeman and pickets wrestled 


among 
clanking chains. Other 


demonstrators left a picket line 
on a nearby street and marched 
on City Hall, using fists and knees 
on policemen. 


Some of the pickets screamed: 


"Wagner, stay home." This was 
in reference to the mayor's recent 
announcement that he would par- 
ticipate in the march on Wash- 
ington next Wednesday. 


The pickets said he should stay 


here and help find more jobs for 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans in the 
construction industry •— a major 
goal of the demonstrators. 


Police forced the pickets down 


the City Hall steps and back into 
nearby Park Row. Some of them 
sat in the street there, blocking 
traftic. Mounted police dispersed 
them. 


Nine demonstrators were ar- 


rested at City Hall. 


The sit-in had been going on for 


44 clays. Negro and white demon- 
strators camped outside Wagner's 
office, 
chanting, 
singing 
and 


sometimes calling out denuncia- 
tions of Wagner and other city of- 
ficials.

Viet Norn Is 
Exampfe of 
U.S. Dilemma

WASHINGTON (AP) — South 


Viet Nam is the perfect example 
of this country's dilemma in try- 
ing to deal with a dictatorship in 
a 
backward country 
which it 


hopes to keep out of communism. 


For years the United States has 


pampered, placated and pacified 
South Viet Nam's dictator .Presi- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem while he 
warred against the Communist 
guerrillas of North Viet Nam. This 
has been true since he took over 
in' 1955. 


Yet, 
in those years he couldn't 


have 
lasted 
without 
American 


help or perhaps oven escaped! 
alive. 


But the United States was afraid 


to- antagonize him. It felt it knew 
of no other leader who could rally 
the South Vietnamese against the 
Reds. Now suddenly the United 
States gets tough. 


It has condemned his onslaught 


agafinst the Vietnamese Buddhists 
who make up 70 per cent of the 
14.5 
million 
people. 
Some 
of 


Diem's generals are Buddhists. So 
are some members of the so- 
called Assembly. Diem rules by 
decree. 


He and his family—his brothers 


and his 
powerful 
sister-in-law, 


Mrs. Ngo Dinh Nhu, are his 
closest advisers—run the country. 
All are Roman Catholics. Vietna- 
mese democracy has been called 
"Diemoccacy." 


Diem 'denies the 
Buddhists' 


charges of religious persecution. 
Five of thtem have burned them- 
selves to death in protest. Mrs. 
Nhu calls them fanatics and says 
she would clap hands if 30 monks 
barbecued themselves. 


The United States is again mo- 


tivated 
by 
fear 
in criticizing 


Diem's 
treatment 
of 
the 


Buddhists: fiear that his tactics 
will lose him; support among the 
people and jeopardize the whole 
war against communism. 


Where this new toughness will 


lead, or how long it will 1'ast, is 
unpredictable. But if the United 
States 
had1 been tougher 
wJth 


Diem long ago, Viet Nam might 
now be a better bulwark against 
communism. 


Put yourself in the position of 


(he poor, 
illiterate Vietnamese 


masses with a short life expect- 
ancy because of disease and lack 
of medical1 care. They have not 
known much about freedom, ex- 
cept perhaps freedom to die, and 
nothing at all about democracy or 
communism. 


This ignorance about the isms 


explains the peasants' great lack 
of 'interest in the war1. If you weta 
a peasant and had to make a 
choice between the two, you'd 
pick the one that promised the 
most for you and! your family. 


To be persuasive, the Diem 


government would have to give 
tangible evidence, in reforms and 
programs, of what being on the 
non-Communist side could mean. 
Diem has given the people few 
reforms or programs. The Ameri- 
can government has done ex- 
tremely little talking about them, 
either. 


Diem,, an aristocrat, has been 


mainly concerned with fighting 
the guerrillas and keeping1 power. 
He has a secret police to help him 
keep it. Mrs. Nhu said frankly not 
long ago her family has money 
and wants power. 


Since Diem 
took over 
eight 


years ago this country has put 
over $2.5 billion into Viet Nam. 
it has more than 12,000 troops 
there, a number of whom have 
been killed 


That war. which now has no 


end in sieht, mieht be going dif- 
ferently if the United States Ion? 
aeo had gotten tough with Diem 
and demanded he put in reforms 
and programs that would give the 
peasants a eood reason for being 
non-Communist. 


This year four senators who 


visited Viet Nam returned and 
said in a report: 


"Present oolitical practices in 


Viet Nam rlo not appear to be 
mobilizing the potential capacities 
for able and self-sacrificing lead- 
ership on a substantial scale. 


"The government of Viet Nam

ily in the world, we're all for one 
and one for all, and they probably 
oppose a writing career for me 
because they think it a hard life. 
fs it? Please tell me the advan- 
tages as well! as disadvantages of 
pursuing such a career. —Miss 
Shakespeare

Dear Miss Shakespeare: 
It's 


very refreshing to hear of a 
young personi who already knows 
what she wants to do with her 
life. You may' change your minx! 
ater on and wind up pushing ,a 
baby carriage instead of the keys 
of a typewriter, but your trainin'g 
as a writer .will never be wasted 
no matter what the future has in 
store for you. 


Almost every profession has a 


need for lucid, forceful writing. If 
you have this ability, you'll be 
several jumps ahead of everyone 
else in the field. Even letter writ- 
ing, treated as an art, can add 
tremendously to the sum total of 
human happiness 
and1 personal 


satisfaction. 


Naturally I believe that the ao> 


vantages of writing outweighs the 
disadvantages. But bear in mind 
that there are always some dis- 
advantages to every type of work. 
I think possibly the toughest as- 
pect of writing—and this applies 
to all the arts—is the self-disci- 
pline required. The amount varies 
according to the type of writing, 
but in the last analysis, your 
choice and arrangement of words 
depend on' ymi and you alone. It's 
far easier, for instance, for most 
people to put in an appearance in 
an office from nine to five than it 
is to sit all alone in front of a 
typewriter groping for an idea, 
and once snared, to express it 
effectively. 


Will power and singleness of 


purpose are essential character- 
istics of a writer because no one 
else is standing over him, telling 
him what to do. 


Stiff competition presents a for- 


midable obstacle. Paradoxically, 
while there is a dearth of really 
good writers, the number of sec- 
ond and third raters is stagger- 
ing. 
The monetary rewards of 


success are quite dazzling,, but 
thousands of writers barely make 
ends meet and many must resort 
to other jobs to keep body and 


soul together. Even the well estab- 
lished writers now periods 
of 


feast and famine while nearly alt 
writers are constantly • beset by 
the tortures of self-criticism and1 


doubt. 


Economic security is riot one of 


the by-products of writing. Your 
parents are probably justified in 
thinking of it in terms of a hard 
life. But what worthwhile, fascin- 
ating pursuit isn't tough? Anyone 
with a burning desire to do some- 
thing—whether it's acting, singing, 
exploring outer space, or writing 
a best-seller — should riot be de- 
terred 
by obstaces. 
Set 
your 


ights on the many* advantages. 
Foremost, in my opinion, is the 


wide freedom of choice you can 
exercise in what, where, and 
when you write. The variety of 
what you can write ranges from 
a full length novel to song lyrics 
or advertising copy. You can write 
anywhere—in an office on Madi- 
son Avenue,, a shack in the Maine 
woods, or in a suburban kitchen. 
WheW you write can also bid a 
matter of choice, depending on the 
type of work you're doing. 


The 
satisfaction 
of creating 


something that is uniquely yburs 
is immeasurable, and the thrill of 
seeing your work in print more 
ban makes up for the labor pains 
and the heartaches caused by re- 
jection slips.

Infinite curiosity about! "human 


beings and the world we live in, 


the design and administration of 
aid, must bear a substantial, a 
very substantial,, share of the re- 
sponsibility."

Night Golf 
Not Like 
Day Play

SEWELL, N.J. (AP)-Okay, so 


nighttime golf is here. Now what? 


"We won't play the National 


Open under arcs any time soon," 
said P. J. Boatright, assistant ex- 
ecutive director of the U.S. Golf 
Association. "It's interesting and 
it's fun, but you can't expect it 
to take the place of daytime play. 


"Night golf should lend itself 


particularly to the overcrowded 
public courses." 


"It has its problems," added 


Fred Corcoran, tournament direc- 
tor of the International Golf Asso- 
ciation. "I remember I predicted 
back in 1939 tha tgolf courses ono 
day would be lighted, but it'll be 
a few years before this becomes 
a general fad." 


Boatright and Corcoran were 


two of the many golf personalities 
invited to Tall Pines here this 
weekend to see a bit of golf his- 
tory made—lighting of the first 
regulation course. 


At a cost of $63.000, 121 power- 


ful mercury floodlights of 1,000 
watts each have been mounted on 
76 40-foot wood poles around the 
nine-hole course, pouring out light 
equal to the flame of six million 
candles. 


Although driving ranges, minia- 


ture layouts and some 200 sporty 
par-three courses are illuminated 
for night play, this is the first 
man-sized course to heat the dark- 
ness barrier. Tall Pines, a private 
club, has holes comparable to 
those the pros play on tour, with 
28 deep sand traps, 1.000 added 
trees and out-of-bounds on five 
holes. 


A par-five hole stretches 520 


yards. A valley par-four reaches 
420 yards, and another 415. There 
is a par-three of 215 yards. 
Played twice around, it measures 
6.460 yards with par 35-3.5—70. 


"It's not daylight, but it's tho 


nearest thing to it and the best 
money can buy," said the owner 
of the little private club, Peter 
McEvoy, Sr. 


Larry Dengler, marketing en- 


gineer for the electrical concern 
which installed the system, pre- 
dicted there would he a mass 
movement toward lighted courses, 
with muncipal layouts in the van.
